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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment filed October 8, 2009, has been entered. Claims 1 and 3-5 are 
currently pending in the Application. Claim 6 has been cancelled. The previous 35 
USC 103 rejection over Hunter has been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment to 
claim 1 . The previous double patenting rejection of claims 1 and 3-6 has been 
withdrawn in view of the terminal disclaimer filed October 8, 2009. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed. 

3. The previously cited prior art of Hunter (3,749,588) fails to teach a process for 
producing an acidic gel food comprising soy bean protein where the protein is heated at 
the temperature and for the time as required by the present claim 1 . Further, there is no 
motivation to modify Hunter to provide for a process as claimed. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

4. The terminal disclaimer filed on October 8, 2009, disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of Patent Number 7,465,470 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded.
